Bernardino County, came over from 
Ontario with specimens of fruit which 
were blotched with brown spots all 
over the surface. They were good 
specimens of the new orange disease 
which has attracted especial attention 
of late. 


Cutting c -t of one of the oranges a 


portion containing one of the diseased 
spots, Mr. Pease placed it uuder one 
of the high-power compound 
micro- 


scopes of Prof. Cook's laborato.y, and 
careful inspection revealed a tiny 
insect actually at work delving in the 
skin of the orange. It was about one 
millimeter in width, and of whitish 
color. 
On consulting the entomolo- 


gical catalogue it was found to be a 
species of the "thrip." 
Just'1 what 


particular species it is will be ascer- 
tained later. 
Seven were fonnd on 


one brownish spot. 


Holbrook states that the fruit af- 


fected by the pest has been found to 
be mostly on the large trees, and upon 
the top and outside branches. 
It is 


the opinion of Prof. Cook and Pease 
and 
ITolbrook that the freedom of 


many orchards from this disease was 
due to the use of distillate spray, 
which they think very likely means 
sure death to the newly-discovered 
"thrip" as well as to the well known 
black scale. 


A riammoth Wild Cat.

a quarter south of town. The animal 
weighed 28 pounds and its paws when 
spread were as large as a man's hand.

The suggestion of tho British statesman wns, however, adopted by our ov/n 
government and although originating in the British foreign office, It be- 
came the most Important declaration by our government after the declara- 
tion of Independence. It was, In brief, that the T'nlfed Stntes would regard 
It ns an act hostile to the TJnited States If any Europenn power should nt- 
ternpt, tinder any pretext, to get possession of American territory and hold 
it for purposes of colonlwtlou or for any other purpose.
